We 
offered what hints we could for the security of these 
unhappy persons until some general system of legis- 
lation was enacted, and Private Asylums abolished. 
The Lord Chancellor of Ireland, has, we are happy 
to say, rescinded the rules March, 1543, and published 
a new series of orders, embracing many of our sug-

ing questions to the “clerk of the custodic#” before 
the Ist of October each year. Some of these queries 
point at once to grievous wrongs hitherto committed 
against Lunatics. The query, “ What bedroom does 
the Lunatic occupy, and is it occupied by any other 
“persons P” will, of itself, rescue the Lunatic from the 
horrors of dark and dismal garrets, into which they 
have too frequently been thrust. It will be impos 

sible to starve the Lunatic, or give him improper 
food, when they who have the care of him must 
declare what is the kind of board provided for the 
Lunatic? or what annual sum was paid for his 
“board if he resides with another person?” Another 
set of queries is no less important— What sums 
have been expended in providing clothes and medical 
“attendance?” What symptoms of Lunacy have yeu 
“observed during the last twelve months? Ilas he 
“had any serious illness“ Have you any suggestions 
“to offer with respeet to a change in the care or 
“management of the Lunatic?” The Inspeetors- 
general were compelled to remark the heartless 
neglect of Lunatics by their kindred or committees of 
the person. If similar neglect be shown for the 
future it will, at least, be recorded, for the last query 
is, “ When did you visit the Lunatic, and how often, 
“and when, did you visit him during the last twelve 
“ months ?'' 

All this is good, but what follows is better. Once 
every year, or oftener, should the Chancellor so di- 
rect, a medical practitioner other than the medical 
attendant of the committee of the person will visit the 
Lunatic withoul previous notice to the committee of 
the person, or the person in whose care the Lunatic is. 
He is to have an interview with the Lunatic apart 
from the person or persons in charge, so as to ascer- 
tain whether the lunatic is satisfied, and is kindly 
treated. This medical inspector is to be allowed a 
fee of £2 2s. and expenses, if he has to travel beyond 
five miles from Dublin. He is to transmit to the 
Chancellor answers to another series of questions 
such as— In what room did you find the Lunatic ”' 
“ Has he the benefit of the rooms stated to be for

The skill and con- 
duct with which Sir Michael Seymour kept the Canton 
River with an insignificant force, the excellent arrange- 
ments by which he destroyed the Imperial fleet at Fat- 
shan, and the success with which he silenced and dis- 
mantled the forts at Taku, are not matters that require 
proof, or which can be doubted either now or hereafter. 
Apart from the deference due to an old officer, who has 
done the State good service, there was only one point of 
novel interest in his explanation. We are very sorry 
that this should exist, but isis matter of notoriety 
1 does exist, and after recent occurrences it was, we 
think, quite ,u ublic grounds, that Ad- 
miral nn — i offer » dine explanation of it.

ries and iron-cased frigates, her gun-boats and trans- 
ports, are pushed on side by side, and her thousands ot 
ractised seamen and seamen-guoners are always at 
and. Russia has taken a leaf out of our logbook ot 
the last campaign in the Baltic, and is getting built on 
both sides of the Atlantic a new steam navy in which 
the Grand Duke Constantine feels all the pride of an 
inventor. To take these fore navies into account 
no hugtile feeling; the Minister of Marine 
makes no seeret of his — but as Lotd Clarence 
Pagetreminds us if England, as an insular and essen- 
tially maritime and commercial power, is obliged to 
maintain her superiority on every sea, it is in simple self- 
defence; and Mr. Bentinck, with excellent good sense 
points out the plain fact that we can never be a party 
to what is, by a dangerous fallacy, described as mutual 
disarmament. With no other power can England ever 
consent to be on equal terms at sea. ‘This is the sum 
and substance of our naval policy, the apology tor our 
estimates, and the justification of a war tax in the 
time of profound peace.” Into the details of the esti- 
mates of the present year we are not at this moment 
concerned to enter minutely. They amount to a grand 
total of £12,802,200, and to a nett increase over the 
original and supplementary estimates of last year oí 
£ 1,026,482.

Not the least pleasing aspect of the statement of Lord 
Clarence Paget is the evidence if affords that the Ad- 
miralty thanks to the example of the Conservative d- 
ministration, are in a good working groove.

Iuuexee Fioop Is Non Youxantan.—The great 
depth of snow which has covered the moorlands in the 
North Riding commenced disappearing on Funda, and 
on Monday the whole course of the rivers Rye, Leven, 
Costa, and Derwent was flooded. On Tuesday morning 
the watery waste which presented itself was the cause 
of great consternation. During the night the waters had 
risen so rapidly that the whole length of the vales of 
Rye, Derwent, and York was inundated for great dis- 
tances on each side of the’respective rivers.

Here and there are inscriptions indicating from what 

cemeteries the bones were brought, and also — of 
verse from different poets. There is one enormous heap 

of bones which has not yet been classified. It is calcu- 

lated that no fewer than 3,000,000 persons must have 

heen interrel in the cemeteries from which the bones 

were removed. In the vault are some subterranean 

springs, which have been collected in a basin called the 
Fontaine de la Samaritaine. In this fountain some gold 
fish were placed in 1813; they lived fora long time, but 
did not breed. In the other parts of the catacombs the 
galleries are very numerous, and one of them is nearly 

five miles long.

tion were to accept that offer, they would spend £10,000 of 
the money of the citizens without getting an equivalent for 
it in the supply of water. The Corporation said that was 
not sufficient, and the answer they got was, hon t you hope 
you may get more“ They said they would get it, and then 
looked out for some oute from which they might obtain it. 

They knew if the screw was E upon the canal companies 
they would be able to afford the requisite supply, and that if 
they did not, a good and sufficient supply of water could be 
obtained from the Liffey.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

Mr. Codd said—It will be in the recollection of 
the house that on the last day we met I took the liberty 
of suggesting the adjournment of the debate upon the 
Water Works Bill to this dav. I stated, on that occasion, 
that I offered the suggestion to the house in consequence 
ofthe sub-committee having charge of the bill being 
informed that the railway and canal companſes were 
desirous to open negociations, I have now the pleasure 
to state that my friend Alderwan Ninahan, Dr. Gray, 
and myself, were favoured with a visit from the chair- 
man of the “rand and Royal Canals, and of the Creat 
Southern and Western, and the Midland Great Western 
Railway Companies. We commenced our discussion by 
a mutual agreement to let bygones Le bygones, and to 
deal with the subject as if then was the first occasion 
upon which it came before us. (IIcar, hear.) We dis- 
cussed the subject for upwards of three hours in the 
most friendly and amicable spirit, and | am bound to 
gay that the chairman of the fespective companies 
manifested every disposition to meet the views of the 
(Corporation. (Hear, hear.) We again met yesterday, 
and it was deemed necessary to have a third meeting. 
We have fixed Thursday evening next for that 
purpose I would now take the Iberty of sug- 
gesting that ifthe house is good enough to adjourn 
the debate to thin day week, there is every probabilit 
that On that day the committee will be able to submit 
Tor the consideration of the Council a specific proposition 
from the canal and railway companies. For obvious 
reasons it would be undesirable that I should enter into 
the particulars of the discussion which occurred between 
us, The chairmen of these companies must consult 
their respective boards befure they come to closer quar- 
ters. I am quite sure, however, that if the debate be 
adjourned until this day week, we will be able to lay be- 
fore you a definite proposition. (lear, hear.) Uuder 
these circumstances I beg leave to move that the house 
at its rising do adjourn to this day week. 

Mr. Price seconded the motion. 

Mr. Martin (Trinity Ward) was exceedingly sorry 
there was a probability of coming to an agreement with 
the canal companies. 

Mr. Codd—We have no authority to come to any 
agreement. All we can do is to be the medium of com- 
munication between the Corporation and the Canal 
Companies, It will be tor you to decide upon the 
terms as you think fit when we lay them before you. 

Mr. Martin continued to say, that at a public meeting 
held in the Commercial Buildings, Mr. Boyle, the chair- 
man, accused the Corporation of having acted dis- 
courteously towards him, by not noticing the letter 
which he had addressed to them. It was desirable 
that the Lord Mayor should state the reason why a di- 
rect communication was not addressed to Mr. Bovle 

The Lord Mayor said, that on the last day ‘the 
Council was called together for the purpose of 
considering the water question, he intended to 
have allu ed to the letter of Mr. Boyle, but there 
not being a house on that occasion he had not 
an opportunity of doing so.

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilllam Ward) was of opinion that 
an unqualified clause should be introduced into the bill. 
exempting the cit) of Dublin from its operations; be- 
cause, although two-thirds of the Council would be re- 
quired to assent to the establishment of a tram-railway 
in the city, recent events had proved to him that not 
much confidence was to be placed in the wisdom of 
that body. (llear, hear, and laughter.)
